Ambitious Drive Launched To Raise 


$100,000 To Fund Black Projects

In the most ambitious pro- 
ject undertaken by blacks in 
Columbus in decades, a group 
of concerned individuals have 
formed what they call The CeA- 
tury Foundation, which has a 
goal of raising $100,000 this 
year to address the economic 
development,_political,-educa- 
tional.and social service needs 
of the black-community. 

To raise the large sum of 
money, The Century Founda- 
tion is inviting 1,000 blacks to 
donate $100 each to create an 


annual fund. The Foundation 
has been incorporated under 
Ohio law as a non-profit organ- 
ization {A-ist-of some of the 
invited 100 are on Pages 5A 
and 6A.) 

The ambitious and unprece- 
dented project is the brainchild 
of Curtis A. Brooks, Executive 
Director of CMACAO; Frank 
Lomax Ili, president of the 
Columbus Urban League; 
Amos--H. Lynch Sr., General 
Manager of The Columbus 
CALL & POST; and Ako Kam- 
bon, Legislative Assistant to 
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Columbus City Councilman 
Jerry Hammond. 

The idea of The Foundation 
grew out of the situation involv- 
ing Hammond last March when 
it was learned that certain for- 
ces in the city hoped they 
could unseat Hammond on 
Council because he committed 
a felony when he was a juvenile 
in Indiana. The popular coun- 


‘climan has since been par- 


doned for the offense. 

Brooks said when the situa- 
tion developed, blacks found 
themselves acting under a cri- 


sis. “That's what has happened 
to us time and time again. We 
are faced with problems that 
become crises all the time, like 
police brutality and shootings, 
unfair practices in the city 
schools, families being burned 
Out of their homes with no 
place to go, black businesses 
being forced to shut down 
because they can't quickly 
raise the money to pay a bank 
loan,”

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Celeste Recalls Ohio’s Past In Appeals 
For NewEffort To Build Bright Future

With his left hand resting on 
the Holy Bible and his right 
‘hand lott.d high above his 
head, Richard F. Celeste 
recited his solemn oath of 
office Monday and became the 
‘64th Governor of the State of 
Ohio before a rain-soaked 
crowd estimated at between 
2,500 and 3,000 assembled on 


the West grounds of Ohio's his- 
torical Statehouse. 

Frank D. Celebrezze, chief 
justice of the Ohio Supreme 
Court,. administered the oath 
as Dagmar Celeste, Ohio's 
First Lady, held the Bible with 
the six Celeste children flank- 
ing the podium beneath a white 
canvas-covered platform, 

Celeste, who was introduced 
by U.S. Sen. John Glenn, rec- 
ognized outgoing Gov: James 
A._Rhodes_ before beginning 
his inaugural address. Rhodes, 
a Republican ending four, 


four-year terms as governor 
over a 20 year. period, mea- 
sured up to the occasion 
before the highly partisan 
crowd 

Afterexchanging lively 
handshakes with the new Gov- 


ernor, Rhodes gfeeted the 
other platform dignitaries, and 
“my fellow Democrats.” Then 
in reference to the Democrats 
holding all the top state offices, 
he noted that the Ohio: Sur- 
preme Court's Robert H. 


Holmes is the lone Republican 
in a high State Office, “and he 
isn’there.” 

The crowd loved it and dem- 
onstrated it with their rapid 
applause. :

ceremonies with brief remarks 
and recognizing various plat- 
form dignitaries such as former 
U.S. Senator and five term

If the U.S. stuck to the prim-

“A teacher needs to show 
students consistently how 
material relates to them and to 
get constant feedback,” Hines 
said. 

Students who indicated in 
the evaluations that their 
teachers were clear also were 
more satistied with their learn- 
ing experience than students 
who rated their teachers lowon 
Clarity. 

“A teacher can be clear in his 
or her presentation, and stu- 
dents can learn from it: But if 
students don’t feel the teachér 
is clear, they will say they are 
unhappy with the learning 
experience,” Hines said. 

Teachers should have stu- 
dents evaluate their presenta- 
tions so they can use ap- 
proaches which students 
enjoy, Hines said:

Jackson'said tHe board is try- 
ing to petition the Columbus 
Board of Education to bring 
the teachers back into the 
center. ; 

“We've been able to prove 
from the number of graduates 
we've had that the school was 
effective. Many of our gradu- 
ates have gone on to higher 
education; many have gotten 
good jobs; some have gotten 
married and all are doing rela- 
tively well.” 

The Day Care Program was 
also forced to close due to cut- 
backs. The program gave prior- 
ity to teenage mothers who 
were in.school.or working orin 
training for a career. 

Jackson said she feels that 
the black community is no 
longer interested in teenage 
pregnancy. “| asked five ladies 
who didn't work if they could 
volunteer one day out of the 
week to work in the day care 
center. Not one of them had 
one day to spare.” 

But Jackson said she is 
optimistic about getting the 
day care operating again.. 

Mrs. Jackson is very proud of 
her work at Bethune Center 
and her commitment seems to 
increase rather than decrease 
with each year. She has 
devoted 30 years in the field of 
social work. 

“The most significant aspect 
of Bethune Center is that we 
have a caring staff who will go 
more than half-way to hetp the 
girls,” she said. 


“I can personally attestto the 
fact that all people have poten- 
tiatIf-givern the right kind of 
support, they can achieve. It's 
been proven among the many 
kids | have worked with espe- 
cially the pregnant kids.” 

The girls are referred to the 
centerthroughschools, 
churches and social agencies 
but Jackson said the greatest 
number of referrals have come 
through other girls and 
families who have been helped 
through the center. 


“We get at least one teenager 
a day and are presently serving 
250." Jackson added that the 
center has served up to 400. 


babies physically, socially or 
finangially. It is predicted that 
more than 75 percent of all tee- 
nagers are sexually active. In 


the next 10 years one out of 
every 10 girls will become 
pregnant.” 

Jackson noted that kids do 
not take advantage of contra- 
ceptives. “The most effective 
way | know to decrease teen- 
age pregnancies is to develop a 
very rigorous educational 
campaign.” 

Jackson also feels that this 
society no longer supports 
parenting at an early age. “| get 
sad whenever a young girl 
walks in here pregnant but the 
point is, she’s pregnant and 
she needs our heip. | insist on 
our doing the best we can. We 
have a responsibility that these 
kids are healthy and grow up as 
a quality family.” 

Jackson said she urges the 
black community to get 
excited about preserving what 
it has and to be more con- 
cerned about the problem_of 
teenage pregnancy. 

“Parents can’t escape from 
their responsibility. If your 
child makes a mistake, you 
have to live with it and deal with 
it.” ; ; 

Bethune Center is presently 
operating at the mercy of fed- 
eral and state funding but 
Jackson said if every black 
church and other organiza- 
tions gave $1 a month the cen- 
ter would not have to solicit 
funds from other sources. 

“The program and the need 
was implemented by black 
people. It was started by a 
black person. It is one of the 
few institutions that blacks can 
look at with pride.” 
~dasksen said the center has 
received more attention 
nationally than at home. 
“Howard University initiated its 
program through our center,” 
she said. “We also went to 
Atlanta and established a sim- 
ilar program there.” 

“I believe in people. All of us 
as a race.are peculiar people, a 
special breed, a chosen people 
and we have something to 
offer. We can make it the vast 
majority, if we have the oppor- 
tunity of a good caring family 
and friends. As long as we are 
liberated within our minds, we 
have nothing to fear. Histori- 
cally we've survived.”
